This  is  a  magnificent,  beautiful  ocean  liner  that 
we,  the  class  of  ’41,  are  skimming  over  the  water 
on.  As  we  glide  smoothly  and  swiftly  over  the 
waves  each  one  of  us  recall  that  graduation  day  at 
Huntertown.  What  is  this  gigantic  liner  and  where 
are  we  going?  The  boat,  entirely  made  of  glass, 
is  the  latest  invention  of  1965.  As  you  will  agree 
this  invention  must  have  required  tremendous 
brainwork  and  was  invented  by  none  other  than 
Maurice  Simon.  The  class  of  ’41  stands  at  the 
railing  watching  the  huge  dock  approach.  We  are 
in  the  Huntertown  Harbor  and  the  home  town 
doesn’t  look  familiar  to  us.  The  towers  and  spires 
are  awe-inspiring.  As  we  dock,  the  owner  of  the 
ship,  Earl  McKinley,  tells  us  we  are  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  sight-seeing  tour.

opposite  we  find  a  very  tall  building.  250  stories 
to  be  exact,  and  hanging  out  of  a  window  on  the 
200th  story  we  see  David  Jetmore  and  his  wife, 
Clara  Wells,  washing  windows  (and  doing  a  nice 
job,  too);  next  we  find  George  Gause’s  “Hi  Jinx” 
night  club  (confidentially  a  very  exclusive  joint)  — 
within  the  night  club  we  find  a  high  stepping 
chorus  composed  of  Kate  Dunten,  Marguerite 
Pratt,  Mary  Wetzel,  Bonnie  Tonkel  and  Dorothy 
Wells — as  master  of  ceremonies  that  very  con¬ 
genial  fellow,  Kenny  Karasiewicz.  The  night  life 
getting  the  best  of  us,  we  advance  into  the  street 
and  behold  Bob  Richards  directing  a  Salvation 
Army  hand,  of  whom  Burlyn  Barnhart  and  Garet 
Byrd  are  the  sole  members.  Farther  down  the 
street  we  find  “Kelham’s  Exclusive  Fashion  Shop.” 
Georgia  Mae  has  been  doing  a  good  job  with  Vir¬ 
ginia  Kilfoy  modeling  the  latest  gowns  of  spun 
glass  of  which  Helen  Bracht  is  seamstress.  The 
night  is  beautiful.  The  brilliantly  lighted  glass 
buildings  lend  a  note  of  gaiety  and  make  our  home 
town  a  fantastic  fairyland.  At  the  end  of  the  street 
high  on  a  hill  we  find  a  huge  observatory,  the 
head  astronomer  being  Eugene  Hayden.
